Friday, the rth, about midnight. While I was 


sleeping in the inn’ some men untied from the 
cart, and carried offa‘lirge wooden pack case,’ 
which contained all Mra. Wills' clothes, also a 
number of articles I was sending to England, as 
souvenirs, for relations and friends. .. About 
4 olclock the next day the box was found ina 


field not farfrom the inn; it, was broken open 


and ‘all (except a few of the little articles used as 

wrappers) were taken. The people of the town 

believe I was followed by a'gang of thieves from
